Cigarettes 


Radioactive? 


BOSTON ( A P ) — Two Harvard 
scientists have p osted 
another 
warning to cigarette smokers— 
a p ossible danger from a radio­ 
active element. 
Standing beneath a “ no smok­ 
ing” sign in a classroom at the 
School of Public Health, Drs. 
Edward P. Radford and Vilma 
R. Hunt, both non-smokers, said 
Thursday they discovered a ra­ 
dioactive element 
in cigarette 
smoke which they believe may 
be a cause of lung cancer. 
The 
element, 
p olonium, 
is 
carried into the bronchial tubes 
and lungs by cigarette smoke, 
they said. 
The nex t step , Radford said, 
will be to determine if p olonium, 
inhaled in smoke by cigarette 
smokers, does cause cancer. 
Radford said he doubted that 
filters would effectively sep a 
rate p olonium 
from 
cigarette 
smoke. It would be more p rac­ 
tical to grow tobacco with little 
or no p olonium, he said.

Great Seal 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
House 
of 
Rep resentatives 
is 
about to remove the Star of 
David from its official seal and 
take cognizance of the statehood 
of Alaska and Hawaii. 
A resolution p assed without 
op p osition last 
Dec. 18 called 
for an outlay of about $700 to 
cut the die for a new Great 
Seal 
and 
p rocure 
a 
new 
mechanical gadget to imp ress 
the seal on official House p ap ers 
and documents. 
The old seal, the House Ad­ 
ministration Committee p ointed 
out has been in continuous use 
since 1912, when it was cut aft­ 
er the admission of Arizona as 
the 48 th state. Around its edge 
are 48 stars—one for each state 
—and all are of the six -p ointed 
variety known as the Star of 
David. The resolution that p ro­ 
vided for the old seal said the 
stars should have six p oints. 
The new’ seal will have 50 
stars, the tw'o ex tra ones being 
for Alaska and Hawaii. While 
the resolution didn’t say how 
many 
p oints 
the 
stars 
shall 
have, they will have five p oints. 
There will be another change 
The old seal bore a view of 
the Cap itol as it looked in 18 30 
when it was far from finished. 
The new view will show' the 
Cap itol as it now looks, with its 
ex tended east front. It also will 
show' the Statue of Freedom 
which top s the Cap itol dome 
but wasn’t there in 18 30.

Astronaut Set

BOSTON (AP)—Two Harvard 
scientists have posted another 
warning to cigarette smokers-— 
a possible danger from a radio­ 
active element. 
Standing beneath a “no smok­ 
ing” sign in a classroom at the 
School of Public Health, Drs. 
Edward P. Radford and Vilma 
R. Hunt, both non-smokers, said 
Thursday they discovered a ra­ 
dioactive element in cigarette 
smoke which they believe may 
be a cause of lung cancer. 
The 
element, 
polonium, 
is 
carried into the bronchial tubes 
and lungs by cigarette smoke, 
they said. 
The next step, Radford said, 
will be to determine if polonium, 
inhaled in smoke by cigarette 
smokers, does cause cancer. 
Radford said he doubted that 
filters would effectively sepa 
rate polonium from cigarette 
smoke. It would be more prac­ 
tical to grow tobacco with little 
or no polonium, he said.

The old seal bore a view of 
the Capitol as it looked in 1830 
when it was far from finished. 
The new view will show the 
Capitol as it now looks, with its 
extended east front.

Astronaut Set 
To Seek Dem 


Senate Seat 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Lt. 
Col. John H. Glenn Jr., one of 
America’s original space age 
heroes, entered politics today. 
Flashing the smile he’s made 
famous over the world, the 42- 
year-old Glenn—first American 
to orbit the earth—announced 
he will be a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for the 
U. S. Senate from Ohio. 
He will oppose incumbent, 74 
year-old Sen. Stephen M. Young 
for the nomination in Ohio’s pri­ 
mary election next May 5. 
He said he had passed up bus 
iness offers which “would have 
made 
me 
a 
millionaire” 
to 
make the plunge. 
At the same time, he an 
nounced he was retiring from 
the Marine Corps. 
The grand ballroom of the 
Ned House was jammed by an 
estimated 
400 
newsmen 
and 
television equipment as be told 
of his decision. Ile said it was 
arrived at “only a few days 
ago.” 
The astronaut, famed for his 
quips as well as his dedica­ 
tion to the space program, rock 
ed the hall with laughter as he 
has done on hundreds of oc­ 
casions since his triple orbit of 
the earth. 
In answer to a newsman’s re 
mark that there had been re­ 
cent criticism he was trading 
on his “name and fame” to enter 
the political field, Glenn said:

“The purpose of this meeting 
then, is to declare myself a

“The party affiliation I have 
chosen is a natural one, since 
my mother and dad have been 
lifelong democrats.

parties leads me to the choice 
of the Democratic party. 
“I believe President Johnson 
has presented a program for 
our nation which a majority of 
Americans will support. In the 
senate I would hope to be able 
to help him reach the objectives 
of that program.” 
“I have chosen this course 
because I feel that it provides 
the best opportunity to make 
use of the experience I have 
gained in 22 years of govern­ 
ment service. Today, well over 
half our national budget goes 
toward support of our military 
forces, our space program and 
other research and development 
activities. T h e s e are areas 
with which I am well acquaint 
ed, for I have spent the last 22 
years working in them. The 
Congress has been seeking more 
and more technical advisers to 
p r o v i d e assistance in these 
areas, I have been privileged 
to receive invaluable technical 
experience in these fields,”

CLEVELAND (AP) — A new 
drug, which it is hoped may 
some day make it possible to 
eliminate the slipped disc opera­ 
tion as treatment for lower back 
pain or sciatica, is being used 
in a limited clinical study at St.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson, like President 
Kennedy before him, is the 
youngest of ll of the world’s 
most powerful leaders whose 
average age is 68. 
Kennedy, when he was killed 
in November, was 46. Johnson 
is 55. But the average age of 
the ll leaders would be even 
higher except for a couple of re­ 
placements last October due to 
advanced age and ill health. 
If there’s a lesson to be drawn 
it is that men in power don’t 
yield it easily except in a coun­ 
try like this where a president 
is constitutionally limited to two 
terms. 
Last October West Germany’s 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer re­ 
tired at 87, after holding office 
since 1949. In the same month 
Britain’s Prime Minister Harold 
Macmillan stepped down after 
six years of running the British 
government. 
Adenauer, pushed out because 
of his years, was succeeded by 
Chancellor Ludwig Erhard who 
is now almost 67. Sir Alec Doug­ 
las-Home, 61, 
took over as 
prime minister from Macmillan 
who quit because of ill health. 
Now the world is to witness 
a tremendous transfer of power, 
unpredictable 
in 
its 
conse­ 
quences, when India’s Prime 
Minister Nehru, 74, steps down, 
as he is expected to because of 
poor health. 
He has been prime minister 
since 1947. He was one of the 
main architects of India’s inde­ 
pendence and has been its guid­ 
ing force since. If India is torn 
apart after he leaves it will 
shake the world. 
But—aside from Nehru, Aden­ 


auer and Macmillan—the other 
old-timers show no inclination to 
step aside although one of them, 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
has been in one saddle or an­ 
other since the 1920s. 
From then until 1949, when 
the Chinese Reds drove him out, 
he was the dictator of mainland 
China. He fled to Formosa, set 
up a government there, and has 
been boss ever since. He’s 76. 
Antonio Salazar, dictator of 
Portugal, has held power since 
1932. He’s 74 and isn’t giving up 
anything, including Portugal’s 
colonial possessions. 
Right next door to him is an­ 
other 
dictator, 
Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco of Spain. He’s 
71 and has been running the 
show since the late 1930s. 
On a bigger scale there are 
three entrenched bosses of the 
Communist 
world: 
Premier 
Khrushchev of Russia, 69; Red 
China’s top man, Mao Tze-tung, 
70, and Yugoslavia’s President 
Tito, 71. 
All three seem to have a 
death-grip on their jobs. Tito 


has been in charge since World 
War II, Khrushchev officially 
since 1958 although he was the 
man behind the scenes before 
that, and Mao in one way or 
another since the 1920s. 
And then there is French , 
President Charles de Gaulle, 73. 
It doesn’t seem he will ever 
give up. He became president 
four years ago. 
The one who really has it 
made, unless something goes 
awfully wTong for him, is Su­ 
karno, 62 and president at In­ 
donesia. Its population of about 
IOO million is almost as much 
as that of France and West Ger­ 
many combined. 
He took office In 1949 and last 
May the Indonesian Assembly 
ppointed h im president fo r 
life.

McNamara Challenged 


Defense 
Secretary Robert McNa­ 
m ara has been through numerous dis­ 
agreements with Congress over the 
conduct of military affairs. There is 
evidence that the pattern will be the 
saffne during the new session. 
Usually the disagreements center 
upon a single policy decision made by 
the secretary, and usually that deci­ 
sion is based on obscure factors which 
cannot be translated into easy compar­ 
isons. 
The TFX squabble centers on the 
single decision of M cNamara’s to give 
the multi-billion-dollar contract to a 
supplier whose designs were consider­ 
ed inferior by the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
and whose costs were higher t h a n 
those of its chief competitor. 
McNamara throughout the deluge of 
criticism stuck to the defense that he 
personally thought the design and the 
manufacturer 
finally 
accepted were 
the best. 
By placing his defense on a personal 
basis, without giving critics any dollar 
and cents or performance comparisons 
to back up his reasoning, the secretary 
put opponents of the decision in the 
difficult position of either accepting it 
as past history or attacking McNa­ 
m ara personally as a dictatorial admin­ 
istrator. 
A 
newer McNamara decision 
has 
eclipsed 
the TFX 
controversy, and 
threatens to bring the secretary into 
more hot water with Congress. T h i s 
is the choice of the defense chief to 
stick with conventional power on the 
Navy’s newest aircraft carrier, the 
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CVA 67, instead of heeding the ad­ 
vice of Congress and not a few military 
men to convert to nuclear power. 
This time, M cNamara cited some 
figures to substantiate his claim that 
nuclear power is a needless luxury the 
nation cannot afford, not on surface 
ships at any rate. The congressional 
Atomic Energy Committee has refuted 
the secretary’s figures with its o wn , 
in a report which is highly critical of 
the cabinet member. 
Secretary M cNamara said 
tiucler- 
powered carrier would cost $163 mil­ 
lion more than the estim ated $27 mil­ 
lion for a conventional ship, and it was 
on that basis that he rejected nuclear 
propulsion. 
The 
joint congressional 
committee points to what it describes 
as discrepancies in the M cNamara fig­ 
ures. 
Included in M cNam ara’s surcharge 
for nuclear power, reports the c o m- 
mittee, was $32 rhillion for nuclear fuel 
which is equal to seven years’ fuel oil 
cost, not included in the price tag of 
the conventional ship. Also included 
was an additional $37 million for extra 
light attack planes. 
Thus, 
according 
to 
congressional 
computations, the added cost of nuc­ 
lear propulsion would not be $163 mil­ 
lion, but $94 million. Projected against 
the 
greater m aneuverability, faster 
speeds and greater ranges of nuclear 
craft, and the estimated 30-year life of 
the carrier CVA 7, $94 million may not 
be too great a premium to pay for a 
ship of this magnitude.

NEW YORK (AP)—The one- 
third cut that Congress made 
in the administration’s proposed 
foreign aid program may ham­ 
per some future spending. But 
for the near term the money 
should roll out in about the 
same volume as if Congress 
hadn’t wielded the paring knife. 
The fight this year will be 
more than ever over the prin­ 
ciples involved in economic aid 
and the effects on the Ameri­ 
can and world economies, first 
of the outflow of U.S. dollars, a 
second of the uses other lands 
make of it. 
The administration had asked 
$4.5 billion in new • money for 
foreign aid, military and eco­ 
nomic, and Congress cut this to 
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$3 billion. This slice was the 
largest percentage in the his­ 
tory of the postwar program. 
But the dispensers have $400 
million still unobligated from 
the 1963 fiscal year appropria­ 
tion of $3.9 billion. Also some 
$7 billion already obligated for 
specific programs but still un­ 
spent is available. 
The more critical effect of the 
congressional vote may lie in 
its imposing new conditions on 
what money can be given to 
specific countries. 
The debate which is sure to 
come 
up this year may go 
farther along those lines but 
also include moves to switch 
more of the help for developing 
countries from U.S. government 
funds to private investment. 
How such help is now dis­ 
tributed is discussed by the 
Morgan Guaranty Trust Co., of 
New York in its January sur­ 
vey. 
Total government and private 
flow of straight economic aid 
from the industrialized world to 
the less developed lands in 1961 
is put at $9.1 billion, with $4.5 
billion of that coming from the 
United States. 
The American contribution in­ 
cluded $1.5 billion of govern­ 
ment economic aid; $886 mil­ 
lion in farm surpluses either 
given away or sold for soft, in­ 
convertible, 
currencies; 
$285 
million in contributions to inter-

national agencies and $852 mil- 
l i o n in loans of the Export- 
Irn port Bank. 
In the government aid sector 
much of the debate will center 
on the impact of such U.S. aid 
spending on the balance of pay 
ments. For several years an 
average of three billion more 
dollars have flowed out of the 
country each year than have 
come 
back 
in 
international 
trade and financial dealings.

Very often fatigue, weakness, 
exhaustion and a general lack 
of enthusiasm for the joys of liv­ 
ing are attributed to anemia. 
Anemia is actually a very spe­ 
cific condition of the blood in 
which there is a deficiency of 
the number of red blood cells 
that circulate through the blood 
vessels of the body. 
Frequently, there is also an 
inadequate amount of hemoglo­ 
bin within these red blood cells. 
Hemoglobin is a complex chem­ 
ical that carries 
oxygeen to 
nourish all parts of th body. 
In order to perform this im­ 
portant function, hundreds 
of 
millions of tiny red blood cells 
are constantly being manufac­ 
tured in the bone marrow. 
There are 
many 
different 
types of anemia. Usually, ane­ 
mia is caused by a massive 
loss of blood, or by excessive 
destruction of the red b l o o d 
cells by disease, or by failure 
of the 
normal production 
of 
blood cells. In some instances, 
anemia is caused by a heredi­ 
tary factor. 
Pallor of the lips and finger­ 
nails may be suggestive, but is 
by no means proof positive of 
the existence of anemia. T h e 
one and only one way by which 
anemia can be definitely deter­ 
mined is by a detailed study of 
the blood. This includes check­ 
ing the total blood count, the 
hemoglobin content, 
the 
size 
and shape of the red cells and 
oilier criteria. 
It is often asked why fatigue 
and weakness seem to be 
so 
closely associated with anemia. 
The explanation is a relatively 
simple, physiological one. When 
there is a deficiency of 
red 
blood cells and hemoglobin, the 
brain, the heart, the legs and 
all the important organs of the 
body are deprived of life-sus­ 
taining oxygen. The waste pro­ 
duct, 
carbon dioxide, accum­ 
ulates and adds stress to the 
heart and the lungs. 
The hematological 
( B l o o d 
study) diagnosis of anemia de­ 


termines the specific need 
of 
m e d i c a t i o n s . Dietary de­ 
ficiencies may be supplemented 
with iron, with vitamins l i k e 
B12, and with folic acid. 
There are a number of highly 
specialized types of anemia, all 
of which have individual causes 
and characteristics. Pernicious 
anemia, for example, is usual­ 
ly due to a deficiency of vita­ 
min B12. This condition is re­ 
markably controlled with regu­ 
lar injections of the deficient 
vitamin, and sometimes, with 
folic acid. 
Sickle cell anemia is a rela­ 
tively rare kind of inherited 
familial blood condition. Thal­ 
assemia is another type of ane­ 
mia 
that occurs 
particularly 
in families that inhabit or orig­ 
inate 
in 
the 
Mediterranean 
areas. It is, in fact, called Med­ 
iterranean anemia. 
Iron deficiency anemias are 
usually produced by some chro­ 
nic source of bleeding or by an 
insufficient dietary regime or 
iron intake. Special iron-contain­ 
ing medicines (hematinics), in 
combination 
with 
nutritious 
foods, can usually control or 
diminish this kind of anemia. 
These are only a few of the 
many varieties of anemia that 
can be identified with remark­ 
able accuracy by the doctors 
who specialize in the diagnosis 
and treatment of blood diseases 
(hematologists). 
lf you think you have ane- 
i mia, there is no longer any 
need to speculate about 
your 
blood condition. Nor * is there 
any reason to predicate any va­ 
gue symptoms on the supposi­ 
tion that one has anemia. 
The unnecessary fears and 
anxieties about the causes of 
distressing symptoms can read­ 
ily be assuaged by consulta­ 
tion with your physician. 
The greatest penalty that one 
pays for neglect is mounting 
apprehension about conditions 
that are, in most instances, rel­ 
atively simple and easily rem­ 
edied. 


At 3:10 P.M. on Monday, Jan­ 
uary 13, eavesdroppers on the 
short wave radio maintained by 
the Citizens Committee for a 
Free Cuba in Washington D.C. 
overheard Fidel Castro’s man, 
“Che” Guevara announce to the 
Latin American world that the 
“Panama dead and wounded 
represent only a small sample 
of what will be done to the 
people of the Americas. The Si­ 
erra Maestra is now all along 
the continent of South America.” 
(The Sierra Maestra, of course, 
refers to Castro’s guerilla hide 
out in Batista’s Cuba.) 
In plain words, Guevara was 
telling Castro’s operatives ev­ 
erywhere from Panama to Uru­ 
guay that the crunch of revolu­ 
tion had come. Significantly, at 
this very moment Fidel Castro 
was 
hobnobbing 
in 
Moscow 
with Khrushchev. 
So who has been “had” in the 
Panamanian crisis? The U. S., 
of course, has been made to 
l o o k bad in the e y e s of t h e 
world. But in 
accepting t h e 
propaganda that now is the 
time to tell the “gringos” to get 
out, Panama’s President Rob 
erto Chiari has put himself in 
the position of serving as a cats­ 
paw for the Castroites. He may 
be sure that, as a “liberal” po­ 
litico who is devoted to Parlia­ 
mentary institutions, his o w n 
days are numbered by the ma­ 
nipulators of the hour and min­ 
ute h a n d s on the Castroite 
clock. 
Why did Chiari elect to play 
patsy for Fidel? 
The 
answer 
could be that the Panamanian 
government had to do some­ 
thing to c o v e r its failure to 
carry out its own commitment 
to the Alliance for Progress 
The comparative dollar fig­ 
ures in the case are extremely 
instructive. 
One 
of 
President 
Chiari’s gripes is that the U.S. 
hasn’t been paying enough for 
Canal use — the amount of rent 
m o n e y that went to Panama 
in 1963 was $1.9 million. Taken 
by i t s e l f , this payment could 
be said to err on the niggardly 
side, since the Canal “take” 
for the U.S. is $60 million. But 
in a d d i t i o n to the $1.9 mil­ 
lion “rent,” the residual bene­ 
fits to Panama, in the form of 
payrolls and 
other 
“hidden” 
accruals, come t o an annual 
sum of $11 million. 
President Chiari might still 
argue that this is little enough. 
But in a d d i t i o n 
to 
canal 
money, Panama, in 1963, could 
have availed itself of $41 mil­ 
lion of U. S. money allocated 
to it under Alliance for Progress 
programs. 
The sad truth is that, of this 
projected 
$41 
million, 
Pana­ 
ma c o u l d only 
manage to 
use $16 million. Of the $2.9 mil­ 
lion available to help Panama­ 
nian farmers, only $85,000 had 
been used through October of 
1963. The U. S. had earmarked 
$4 m i l l i o n for rural electri­ 
fication — but only $150,000 of 
this had been spent. Out of $10 
m i l l i o n ticketed for the con­ 
struction 
of low cost 
houses 
and schools, only $2 million had 
been turned into buildings or 
the purchase of building ma­ 
terials 
What 
this 
f a i l u r e 
to make use of Alliance for 
Progress money means is that 
the Panama government has 


yet to work out the forms that 
are necessary to lift the local 
population out of poverty. 
The “scapegoating” of t h e 
U.S. by President Chiari’s gov­ 
ernment has p l a y e d directly 
into Castro’s hands. And the 
evidence is clear that Castro, 
“planned it that way.” 
T h e 
whole 
Panamanian 
business 
clicks neatly into place w i t h 
Che” Guevara’s timetable for 
Latin American subversion. 
The Cuban assault on Latin 
America as a whole began in 
April, 1959, with a bald, brutal 
military invasion of Panama by 
Castroites. This was a little too 
much for 
a 
sovereign Latin 
American nation 
to 
stomach, 
and there was an appeal to the 
Organization of American Stat­ 
es to stop it. So Castro a n d 
“Che” Guevara took one step 
backward in order to take two 
steps forward. There followed 
the “paramilitary” infiltration 


of countries such as Panama. 
In January of 1963 Panamian 
subversives trained 
by 
Russ- 
i a n s in Cuba’s t e n guerilla 
camps began 
receiving 
arms 
from fishing vessels which put 
in at the Peninsula del Toro and 
at the B e a c h of Chariguen at 
the Costa Rican border. Mean­ 
while, Victor Avila, t h e Secre­ 
tary of the Panamanian Student 
Federation, announced: 
‘‘This 
country, like all of Latin Amer­ 
ica, 
will 
inevitably 
follow 
the road taken by Fidel Castro 
to Communism.” 
With the subversives and the 
students well coached, the fact 
that “i n c i d e n t s ” happened 
“spontaneously” at places f a r 
distant from each other along 
the Canal Zone borders is eas­ 
ily explained. “Che” Guevara, 
a Trotskyite type of Napoleon, 
knows what he is doing. 
And the “liberals” in Panama 
have been had.

hav e 
been 
bask ing in the sp otlight of holi 
day p op u larity . Ou r florist tells 
u s that this p retty p lant, for 
some u naccou ntable reason, sold 
well throu ghou t the holiday sea 
son. We receiv ed three lov ely 
p lants, ju st glowlngn with color 
fu l blossoms and we want to 
k eep them that way . 
The African v iolet Is a chal 
tenge, 
ev en 
to folk s with 
green thu mb, so we hav e been 
„aihering adv ice from ex p erts 
We were told that the African 
v iolet is easy to grow —if y ou 
k now how'! Lik e all p lants, they 
hav e certain p references. First 
of all, the p lant shou ld 
get 
enou gh light and shou ld be k ep t 
in a fairly warm (6 5 to 75 de­ 
grees) room. 
In winter, 
they 
enjoy 
the 
morning su n—abou t three hou rs 
of it. In su mmer, they prefer 
su n filtered throu gh a window 
screen or a light net cu rtain 
If y ou r 
African 
v iolets 
hav e 
lu sh dark green foliage bu t no 
blossoms, they are getting too 
mu ch light. 
Try mov ing them a foot or 
two from the windows so they 
won’t hav e q u ite so mu ch su n. 
A good idea is to ex p eriment a 
little by p u tting y ou r African 
v iolets in v ariou s p laces arou nd 
the hou se u ntil y ou find ju st 
the right spot. 
Another African v iolet “m u st” 
is adeq u ate hu midity . The air 
in heated rooms is u su ally q u ite 
dry , bu t this can be handled in 
sev eral way s. It help s to set 
each African v iolet p lant in its 
clay pot on a p ebble-filled sau c­ 
er. 
Pou r enou gh water into the 
sau cer to cov er the p ebbles and 
to hav e the water lev el reach 
ju st below the base of the clay 
p ot. As the water ev ap orates, 
it adds moistu re to the air, im­ 
p rov ing conditions for the p lant 
— and for y ou , too. When the 
soil 
is 
damp , 
moistu re 
will 
ex u de from the sides of a clay 
pot, too, so the porou s container 
does its share in k eep ing y ou r 
p lant collection healthy . 
Water-filled tray s 
on 
radia­ 
tors increase room 
hu midity , 
too. Watering African v iolets is 
simp le. Pou r enou gh warm wa­ 
ter at the top of the p ot so some 
ru ns ou t of the drainage hole 
in the bottom. Then withhold 
water u ntil the topsoil begins 
to feel dry at the tou ch. 
Or, if y ou lik e, set the clay 
pot in a bowl of w'ater u ntil it 
soak s 
u p 
enou gh 
moistu re 
throu gh its drain hole and p or­ 
ou s sides. As soon as the soil 
is damp , retu rn the p lant to its 
cu stomary p ebble-filled sau cer. 
Once a month add liq u id p lant 
food to the water. With all this 
ex p ert care, it shou ldn’t be too 
long before y ou , too, will hav e 
windows fu ll of cheerfu l, color­ 
fu l 
African 
v iolet 
blossoms. 
Well, we’ll try it and see.

Most of us are aware by now 
now that fine a n t i q u e fur­ 
niture needs washing once in a 
while, just as surely as modern 
pieces do. And the procedure 
is the same:warm suds applied 
with a sponge or cloth — or 
perhaps a brush if the piece 
has been unused 
for 
a 
long 
time and its coating of grime is 
as antique as the wood itself 
Sometimes it is even neces­ 
sary to scrub off this accumula­ 
tion of dirt before you can get a 
g o o d look at w h a t you’ve 
bought! 
A n t i q u e dealers generally 
have good tips on the care of 
antique furniture and from one 
of these experts comes the sug­ 
gestion that you use a block of 
soft wood, such as soft pine, to 
stroke the surface with t h e 
grain, after the piece has been 
washed and rinsed. 
While you may not actually 
witness it, 
moisture tends 
to 
raise a sort of fuzz, almost like 
tiny hairs, on any wood surface. 
The pine block serves as an 
iron" to press this fuzz flat 
and so restore tho pattern a n i 
beauty of the grain. Incidental­ 
ly, a slat from an orange crate 
can also serve as a pressing 
block. 
After s t r o k i n g for sever 
a1 minutes, let the furniture dry 
thoroughly 
— 
preferably 
24 
hours or more — before apply­ 
ing wax or polish. On the sub­ 
ject of fine furniture, this same 
expert makes the point that any 
suds safe for your hands is safe 
for your furniture. As for dust­ 
ing, all experts agree that even 
the daily dusting of wood sur 
faces is a ritual in itself. 
Always stroke the dustcloth 
with the grain, because cross 
wise or circular motions w i I 
n e v i t a b l y leave noticea- 
>le streaks. 
Many of the fine old antique 
pieces, such as chests and ta­ 
bles, have marble tops. The ex­ 
perts advise that the marble be 
removed one r a i n y day a n d 
taken outside. Turn it wrong- 
side-up so the rain can wet and 
seep through the slab. 
Later swab it on all sides with 
good old 
soap 
or 
detergent 
suds, allowing the suds to sink 
n. Then wipe surfaces with a 
dry cloth, apply liquid wax and 
end up by polishing the marble 
briskly. 
This is what the fine antique 
dealers 
do 
and 
they 
should 
know how to do right by their 
valuable stock in trade.

MUCH O F John ’* g ospel Is 
taken tip with Jesu s* In terv iews 
with in div idu als, as here with 
Nicodemu s; the woman a t the 
well In Chapter 4 ; the man bom 
blind, Chapter 9; the family of 
Lazarus, Chapter l l ; an d the 
man y messag es to the apostles 
recorded 
in Chapters 13*16 . 
Each o f these people are rad­ 
ically differen t, an d Jesu s deals 
with them accordin g to their 
person alities, n eeds an d ex peri­ 
ences. The sig n ifican ce of Nico­ 
demus is that here is on e of the 
rare in stan ces in which a Ju daic 
leader con fesses the preemi­ 
n en ce of Christ hi the Gospel 
stories. 
Nicodemu s Ss iden tified, first, 
as a Pharisee, a member of the 
strict, leg alistic orthodox Ju daic 
g rou p often iden tified in the 
Gospels as the en emies of 
Christ. Secon dly , aa a “ru ler of 
the Jews,” in dicatin g he was 
also a member of the hig hest 
ecclesiastical an d ju dicial trt 
tarn al of the Jewish n ation . 
Thirdly , by Christ, as a teacher 
of Israel (v erse IO). 
Nicodemu s addresses Jesu s as 
“Rabbi,” a title of hon or u sed 
a t the time In addressin g teach' 


essen tial to reg en eration . Bu t 
that which It represen ts la es­ 
sen tial. The old self dies in the 
baptism of water, an d the n ew 
self is bom of the baptism of 
the Spirit, This secon d birth is 
n ot like the first of his paren ts, 
bu t a hig her, differen t birth 
comin g from God; withou t it n o 
man can ace the kin g dom of 
God. 
In v erses 6 -2 1 , Jesu s alig n s 
Himself with ail those who hav e 
already been bom of the Spirit 
an d reprov es Nicodemu s for his 
failu re to g rasp this doctrin e of 
the .“n ew birth.** Then He tells 
him of the “heav en ly thin g s,' 
the g reat an d solemn tru ths of

I t is to his credit th at he did 
n ot merely n od his head, in di­ 
catin g acceptan ce of this pro­ 
fu n dity . 
Bu t, n ot fu lly g rasp­ 
in g the idea itself, he asks the 
perfectly n atu ral qu estion of 
v erse 4. 
Verses IS-8 ©pen a passag e 
clearly con trastin g the baptism 
of water an d the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit. I t in dicates that 
while baptism of water is the 
sig n an d seal of repen tan ce an d 
the forg iv en ess of sin s, it is n ot 


restrain t is ex ercised toward 
Jesu s by His en emies. The men 
who wou ld hav e arrested Him 
are stran g ely prev en ted from 
lay in g their han ds on Him; the 
officers sen t to take Him bear 
witn ess to the u n iqu en ess of His 
teachin g ; an d Nicodemu s in sists 
that, u n der Old Testamen t law, 
Jesu s is en titled to be heard be­ 
fore a v erdict is ren dered. This 
plea for fair play was sin cere, 
bu t fu tile. In spite of the de­ 
pressin g rebu ff Nicodemu s re­ 
ceiv ed, he remain ed a loy al, 
thou g h passiv e su pporter of 
Jesu s. 
Nicodemu s appears for the 
last time in John 19 :38 -42. Like 
Joseph of Arimathaea, he mu st 
hav e been a secret disciple of 
Jesu s, for both these n oble men 
participated in the bu rial of 
Christ. Joseph beg g ed the body 
of Jesu s from Pilate for bu rial 
in bis own n ewly created tomb. 
Then he an d Nicodemu s met, 
Joseph brin g in g on ly the lin en s, 
Nicodemu s, the spices an d aloe* 
—betray in g a m u tu al u n der­ 
stan din g , or pre-arran g emen t of 
what each shou ld brin g . Well 
has it been said that Jesu s re­ 
ceiv ed a roy al bu rial by thee* 
men .

WHAT THE TEACHER SENT FROM GOD HAD TO SAY 
TO ONE OF THE GREAT TEACHERS OF ISRAEL. 


Scripture—John 3:1*1; tty * * ; 19:38-48.

MUCH OF John’s gospel Is 
taken up with Jesus* interviews 
with individuals, qs here with 
Nloodemus; the woman at the 
well in Chapter 4; the man bom 
blind, Chapter 9; the family of 
Lazarus, Chapter JI; and the 
many messages to the apostles 
recorded in Chapters 13-16. 
Each of these people are rad­ 
ically different, and Jesus deals 
with them according to their 
personalities, needs and experi­ 
ences. The significance of Nico­ 
demus is that here is one of the 
rare instances in which a Judaic 
leader confesses the preemi­ 
nence of Christ in the Gospel 
■tories. 
Nicodemus is identified, first, 
as a Pharisee, a member of the 
strict, legalistic orthodox.Judaic 
group often identified in the 
Gospels as tho enemies of 
Christ. Secondly, as a “ruler of 
the Jews," Indicating he was 
also a member of the highest 
ecclesiastical and judicial tri­ 
bunal of the Jewish nation. 
Thirdly, by Christ, as a teacher 
of Israel (verse IO). 
Nicodemus addresses Jesus aa 
“Rabbi," a title of honor used 
at the time in addressing teach- 


essential to regeneration. But 
that which It represents is es­ 
sential. The old self dies in the 
baptism of water, and the new 
self is horn of the baptism of 
the Spirit. This second birth is 
not like the first of his parents, 
but a higher, different birth 
coming from God; without it no 
man can see the kingdom of 
God. 
In verses 9-21, Jesus aligns 
Himself with all those who have 
already been bom of the Spirit 
and reproves Nicodemus for his 
failure to grasp this doctrine of 
the .“new birth." Then He tells 
him of the “heavenly things,** 
the great and solemn truths of 
His Own divinity; the plan of 
redemption by Hts Own death 
on the Cross; the love of God 
for the whole world, and His 
consequent provision of salva­ 
tion; faith in the Son of God as 
the only way to escape Hell; 
man's wilful rejection of light, 
the only cause of man's con­ 
demnation; ending with a pro­ 
found statement concerning the 
mysteries of believing and not 
believing—a subject that is 
found from the beginning to the 
end of John’s Gospel, 
In John 7:40-52, a threefold

restraint is exercised toward 
Jesus by His enemies. The men 
who would have arrested Him 
are strangely prevented from 
laying their hands on. Him; tho 
officers sent to take Him bear 
witness to the uniqueness of His 
teaching; and Nicodemus insists 
that, under Old Testament law, 
Jesus is entitled to be heard be­ 
fore a verdict is rendered. This 
plea for fair play was sincere, 
but futile. In spite of the de­ 
pressing rebuff Nicodemus re­ 
ceived, he remained & loyal, 
though passive supporter of 
Jesus. 
Nicodemus appears for the 
last time in. John 19:38-42. Uke 
Joseph of Arimathaea, he must 
have been a secret disciple of 
Jesus, for both these noble men 
participated in the burial .of 
Christ. Joseph begged the body 
of Jesus from Pilate for burial 
in his own newly created tomb. 
Then he and Nicodemus met, 
Joseph bringing only the linens, 
Nicodemus, the spices and aloe* 
—^betraying a mutual under­ 
standing, or pre-arrangement of 
what each should bring. Well 
has it been said that Jesus re­ 
ceived a royal burial by th es* 
men.

ors of great repute. Then he 
acknowledges that Christ could 
be believed because He had the 
approval of God upon His min­ 
istry, else He could not accom­ 
plish His miracles. 
Now comes one of the most 
profound statements made by 
Christ, that concerning regener­ 
ation or being bom again. Only 
here, in His conversation with 
Nicodemus, does Jesus speak 
specifically about regeneration, 
yet the New Testament is satu­ 
rated with this idea. 
In view of the endless dis­ 
cussion and varied interpreta­ 
tions given this idea through 
the ages, how radical it must 
have seemed at the time, even 
to one as learned as Nicodemus. 
It is to his credit that he did 
not merely nod his head, indi­ 
cating acceptance of this pro­ 
fundity. But, not fully grasp­ 
ing the idea itself, he asks the 
perfectly natural question of 
verse 4. 
Verses 5-8 open a passage 
clearly contrasting the baptism 
of water and the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit. It indicates that 
while baptism of water is the 
sign and seal of repentance and 
the forgiveness of sins, it is not

Quick Tax 


Relief Plea 


Is Sounded 


CANTON, Ohio (AP) — Pleas 
for a quick tax cut and elim- 
mination of discrimination in 
employment were made here to­ 
day by James G. Morton, spec­ 
ial assistant to Secretary of 
Commerce Luther B. Hodges. 
In an address prepared for 
a meeting of the Canton Rotary 
Club, Morton said that if a tax 
cut is enacted quickly, the gross 
national product for 1964 may 
exceed $620 billion, compared 
“with the average of some $584 
billion for 1963.” 
He said that without a tax 
cut the economy would grow 
more slowly and the prospects 
for continuing expansion through 
1964 and 1965 would be seriously 
impaired. 
Turning to discrimination in 
employment, Morton said: 
“If our private enterprise sys­ 
tem is to continue to flourish, 
its benefits must be shared by 
all Americans, not just some 
Americans. Denial because of 
race, creed or color, or neglect 
due to apathy and indifference, 
are alien to our birthright and 
a 
contradiction 
of our 
pur­ 
poses.” 


President Johnson was f i r s t 
choice. 
But some Ohio Democrats feel 
differently about Young, who is 
completing his first term in the 
Senate. They note, among other 
things, the senator’s age. and 
the fact he was elected in 1953 
when Ohio Republicans disas­ 
trously endorsed the right - to- 
work issue.

Taft—whose name has a sort 
of political magic in Ohio—is 
the son of the late senator and 
grandson of former President 
William Howard Taft. 
He and Secretary of State 
Ted W. Brown, a political vet­ 
eran and one of Ohio’s best vote- 
getters, are the only announced 
candidates for the Republican 
senatorial nomination. 
Glenn, who on Feb. 20, 1962, 
became the first American to 
orbit the earth, never has pub 
licly declared his politics. 
Muskingum County Election 
Board records show that Glenn 
has voted only in general elec 
tions, with the exception of the 
1962 primary. In that primary, 
he voted only on a tax levy for 
a high school now bearing his 
name, but not for candidates 
which would have shown party 
affiliation. 
However, the astronaut out­ 
lined part of his philosophy 
when he spoke last year to the 
annual luncheon of The Asso­ 
ciated Press. He proposed a na 
tional clearing house for space 
data, 
with access to it for 
“friendly foreign elements.’ 
“We have developed an in­ 
formation gap between the dis 
coverers and researchers and 
those who would normally make 
use of such information,” he 
said. 
He said many Americans are 
content to be “fat, dumb anc 
happy. 
“With a polyunsaturated diet 
and the coming 35-hour week, a 
fly now-, pay-later vacation and 
fringe benefits, many of us live 
jin a chromium - plated world 
where the major enemy we face 
is crab grass,” he said. He add 
ed, however, that he thinks most 
Americans “would prefer to re 
main active and apply them 
selves.”

War II and the Korean Conflict 
He flew 59 combats from the 
Marshall Islands in World War 
II and 63 in Korea, returning 
from one with 200 bullet holes 
in his fighter plane.

Wednesday night, Coldwater 
called for a government investi­ 
gation of whether “the attitude 
or the action” of relief recipients 
was a reason for their depend­ 
ence on the taxpayers. He said 
there always would be a poverty 
class and “the mere fact of hav­ 
ing little money” should not en­ 
title anyone to be maintained 
permanently by the government 
Rockefeller 
moved 
across 
.southern New Hampshire in a 
12-hour tour in which he: 
Engaged in a spirited, im­ 
promptu debate with Jon Pate, 
22, a sophomore at Keene State 
College, who argued that Rocke­ 
feller believed in advancing the 
welfare state. Rockefeller coun 
tered there was “a difference 
between socialism and human 
concern,” but Pate quipped that 
you are a Robin Hood in a grey 
flannel suit.”

Vice Probers 
Rap Work of 
Law Officials 


MARION, Ohio (AP)—A spec 
ial grand jury looking into vice 
and gambling in Marion County 
has charged that “the biggest 
gambling activity in the state” 
operated 
without 
interference 
here under the noses of the po­ 
lice and sheriff’s departments. 
The report 
Thursday 
night 
also lashed out at the State 
Liquor Department, accusing it 
of providing the panel with in­ 
formation that w’as “vague, un­ 
true and misleading.” 
The grand jury probe stem­ 
med in part from a raid Nov. 
30 at the Orioles Club, which 
the jury said was the biggest 
gambling operation in Ohio. 
An 18-man raiding party found 
only three persons in the club 
when it was raided at 2 a.m. 
“We know as a grand jury 
that more than two persons (as 
claimed by the Liquor Depart­ 
ment) knew of the raid in ad­ 
vance, the report to Marion 
County Common Pleas Court 
said. “We were given informa­ 
tion by the Liquor Department 
and Sheriff’s Office that was er­ 
roneous. 
“There were political over­ 
tones in some of our witnesses' 
testimony and some of the in­ 
formation supplied by the State 
Liquor Department was vague, 
untrue and misleading.” 
The report did not say what 
the information was. 
“Gambling did exist on 
a 
large scale but as this report 
is filed it has stopped,” the 
jurors said. 
In actions related to the re­ 
port, the jury returned indict­ 
ments against IO persons, four 
arising from the raid at the 
private Orioles Club. 
James W. Thomasson. 50, of 
Rt. 2, Marion, named as secre­ 
tary of the club, was indicted on 
31 counts of gambling. Also in­ 
dicted as a result of the raid 
were Sam Spino of Norwalk, 
Tony Motto of Columbus and 
Raymond J. Thomas of Zanes­ 
ville. 
The Liquor Department also 
won approval of a petition to 
padlock the club for one year. 
It acted because drinks alleg­ 
edly were sold at the club, which 
had no liquor license. 
Floyd Moon, deputy liquor di­ 
rector, testified before the grand 
jury that his department re­

complaints 
a b o u t the club. He t o l d of 
one m a n who reported g a m- 
bling losses there of $40,000.

NEW YORK 
(AP)—Charles 
O. Finley has been ordered by 
the American League to remain 
in Kansas City but the embat­ 
tled owner of the Athletics base­ 
ball club vowed today to con­ 
tinue his fight to move the club 
despite a threat of epulsion. 
The American League, by a 
vote of 9 to I Thursday night, 
turned down Finley’s request to 
move the club to Louisville 
and, by the same vote, ordered 
him to sign a lease in Kansas 
City by Feb. I or forfeit the 
franchise. 
“No one can and no one will 
take my ball club away from 
me,” the fiery Finley roared 
defiantly. “I am not accepting 
the league’s decision without a 
fight. 
“I don’t think they have the 
right to force me to stay in a 
city where I have been contin­ 
uously losing money. I will go 
to court to find out if the Ameri­ 
can League legally has the pow­ 
er to restrain me from moving 
my ball club to Louisville or 
any other place.” 
In an informal press confer­ 
ence conducted minutes after 
he had stalked out of the nine- 
hour-long league meetings, Fin­ 
ley declared he intended to get 
an injunction, if possible, ena­ 
bling him to go to Louisville. 
The embattled baseball execu­ 
tive had signed a contract, sub­ 
ject to league approval, to play 
in Louisville in 1964 and 1965. 
Finley conducted the confer­ 
ence while perched on the top 
of a bureau in the suite of Ken­ 
tucky Gov. Edward T. Breat­ 
hitt, who headed a Louisville 
delegation supporting Finley. 
If it is legally possible to get 
an injunction whereby I can go 
to Louisville, you can rest as­ 
sured I will do that,” he said. 
‘If I can’t, I will go back to 
Kansas City and sign a lease 
for only as long as I have to— 
no more than one year.” 
Later in the conference, he 
amended this defiant attitude. 
The more I think of it, the 
more I believe I may sign a 
longer term lease with Kansas 
City,” he said. “What difference 
if the lease is for one year or 
five or even ten if it’s subject 
to the court’s decision? If the 
court rules in my favor, I can 
get out. If it rules against me, 
I’ll stay stuck in Kansas City 
and like it.” 
The 
announcement 
of 
the 
American League’s drastic and 
unprecedented action was made 
by President Joe Cronin. After 
telling of the league’s action 
ordering Finley to sign a lease 
in Kansas City by Feb. I, Cron­ 
in read the resolution, which 
said in part: 
‘Failing to that, a special 
meeting of the members of 
the league shall be called by 
the president as soon as con­ 
venient thereafter to consider 
and act upon the termination of 
the membership and-or expul­ 
sion

Cronin did not explain just 
how the league would expel 
Finley nor did he say whether 
the league would operate the 
club, seek another buyer or 
play out the 1964 schedule with 
nine teams.
